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Woman Member of Guernsey Parliament 
ARIE RANDALL, the first woman 
M. P. in the Channel Islands, who 
was elected last February to Parliament 
in Guernsey, announnces that she is work- 
ing particularly for the interests of 
women. She is sponsoring a Married 
Woman’s Property Act and is also work- 
ing to adjust the inheritance laws that 
discriminate against women. She is also 
working to secure for women the right to 
enter the legal profession, from which 
they are barred. Women magistrates and 
women jurors are also barred in Guern- 
sey, and she is working in their behalf. 


Chinese Women's Progress 

BANK completely staffed and 
financed by women has been or- 
ganized by prominent Chinese women in 
Shanghai in order to promote the em- 
ployment of Chinese women and to en- 
courage them in banking. The women em- 
ployes of this bank are being sent to a 
bank training school. 


Married Women and Nationality 

HE nationality of the married woman 

was one of the questions discussed at 
the Congress of the International Law 
Association at Stockholm recently. The 
conference recommended that the woman 
who married a man not of her own na- 
tionality should have the right of choice 
as to whether or not she should take her 


husband’s nationality. 


Women in Trade Unions 
UT of 3,000,000 women employed in 
industry in England, only 500,000 
are now affiliated with the Trade Union 
Congress, according to an announcement 
just made by the Congress. This is a 
drop of 400,000 since 1921. 


Swedish Women Form International Club 
N International Women’s Club has 


group of women representing the chief 
women’s organizations in Sweden. The 
aim of the International Club is stated to 
be to provide a neutral ground on which 
women of all nationalities may meet for a 
better understanding. A committee was 
elected to find ways and means for a per- 
manent home for the club, which will 
be open every day and to provide inter- 
national reading matter.

under pretext of morals. 

“On the other hand, it affirms that 
by instituting a system of regulation, 
which aims at providing for men se- 
curity and irresponsibility in vice, the 
State breaks down the whole idea of 
responsibility, the basis of all moral- 

“When the woman alone is bur- 
dened with the legal consequences of 
a mutual act, the State propagates 
the disastrous idea that there is a 
different morality for the two sexes. 

“Considering that the simple fact 
of personal and private prostitution 
is a matter which concerns the con- 


science, but which does not constitute 


a legal offense, the Federation de- 
clares that the intervention of the 
State in matters relating to sexual 
morality should be limited to the 
following points: 

“Punishment of every immoral act 
accomplished or attempted against 
minors, or persons of either sex who 
have the status of minors. The laws 
of each State ought to determine ex- 
actly the limits and conditions of this 
status; 

“Punishment of every outrage 
against decency committed or at- 
tempted by violent or fraudulent 
means against persons of any age and 
of either sex; 

“Punishment of public indecency; 

“Punishment of public provocation 
to debauchery and of procuration in 
such of their criminal manifestations 
as can be legally established without 


der the hand of the Law, those who 
pay the procurers and profit by their 
industry ought to be considered as 
accomplices. 

“The Federation consequently de- 
clares that the State ought neither to 
impose on any woman compulsory 
examination (la visite obligatoire) 
under the pretext of morals, nor to 
submit the persons of prostitutes to 
any exceptional regime whatever.” 


New Zealand Women Refused Equal Pay 
EW ZEALAND, a country which long 
ago conferred the parliamentary 
franchise upon women, has just rejected 
a bill which declared for equal pay for 
equal work. 


The question was brought up in the 
House of Representatives last week while 
the estimate of the Department of Edu- 
cation on the question of the pay of men 
and women teachers was under considera- 
tion. There was a lively discussion, from 
which it soon became apparent that the 
House would be divided on party lines, 
the Liberals and the Laborites supporting 
the equal pay proposition. The Minister 
in charge of the estimates declared that 
he knew of no salary scheme in the world 
which gave men and women equal pay, 
and he quoted Lord Burnham’s Royal 
Commission in England to show that 
equal pay for equal work for men and 
women was utterly impracticable. 


One of the members of the House who 
urged that women should receive the same 
pay as men if they did the same work was 
absent from the House when the division 
on the motion was taken, while another 
member repudiated his former advocacy 
of Equal Rights and voted with the Gov- 
ernment when the final vote came. The 
motion was rejected by 38 votes to 36.

The Campaign Is Non-Partisan 


BJECTION has been raised to the WOMEN FOR CONGRESS campaign 
on the ground that the campaign is a partisan one, sinee four of the 
women for whom the Woman’s Party is working are on the La Follette 
ticket. 


This is a misunderstanding. The campaign is absolutely non-partisan. 
The Woman’s Party at its election conference at Westport-on-Lake Champlain 
this summer adopted the following resolution: 


““Resolwed, That the Woman's Party endorse for Congress and 
do its utmost to elect all women nominees, irrespective of their 
political affiliations, who seem qualified to sit in Congress and 
who will support the Equal Rights Amendment and a general 
feminist program.” | 


Only ten women were nominated for Congress anywhere in the United 
States by the major parties. In accordance with the Westport resolution the 
officers of the Woman’s Party visited all of these ten candidates and offered 
them the help of the Woman’s Party in the campaign, provided that these 
candidates were willing to support the Equal Rights program and the general 
interests of women. As a result of these visits the Woman’s Party deter- 
mined to concentrate its campaign upon the five women nominated in Penn- 
sylvania, in the belief that more could be accomplished by concentrating on 
one state than by scattering its forces over the country; especially since the 


Pennsylvania candidates were all members of the Woman's Party; were all 


good feminists and strong supporters of the Equal Rights program, while 
the candidates running in the other states were all indifferent to the Equal 


Rights program or were opposed to it. 


Women have been nominated for Congress in Pennsylvania on all tickets 
excepting the Republican ticket, and the Woman’s Party is supporting all of 
the women who have been nominated, irrespective of their party affiliations. 
It is unable to work for a Republican woman candidate since the Republican 


Party nominated no woman, but it is working for the women nominated by 
all the other parties. 


One of the women running for Congress in Pennsylvania, Mrs. Collet, was 
nominated by the Democratic Party in the primaries lest spring. A few 
weeks ago the La Follette Party gave her its endorsement also. 


Another of the women who was nominated last spring in Pennsylvania in 
the primaries, Miss Van Skite, was nominated on the Prohibition ticket. She 
has never received the endorsement of any other party. 


Another woman who was nominated last spring in the Pennsylvania 
primaries, Mrs. Elizabeth Culbertson, received the nomination on the Prohi- 
bition ticket. A few weeks ago she was endorsed by the La Follette Party 
in addition. 


The fifth woman nominated in Pennsylvania in the primaries, Mrs. Jennie 
Dornblum, was nominated by the Socialist Party, and is running on the La 
Follette ticket, since the Socialist Party is supporting the La Follette can- 
didates.

August 8th. New York, that in 


fifty years a woman 
will sit in the Presidential chair of the 
United States. Whether the old gentle- 
man is sounding an alarm or projecting 
a message of hope he does not make clear. 
But why not a woman President? A 
woman smart enough—and she would 
have to be smart to be elected to that high 
office—would surely not be lacking in the 
essentials for guidance as the nation’s 
Chief Executive. 

“She might appoint a cabinet of wom- 
en, suggests some one in alarm. Well, 
what if she did? Neither a woman Presi- 
dent nor a cabinet of women would do 
this nation any harm, certainly no more 
harm than some of the men Presidents 
and male cabinets are considered by pro- 
fessional alarmists to have inflicted. 

“One of the troubles of the nation and 
its electors is that they are creatures of 
habit, lacking initiative. Because we’ve 
never had a woman President, they think 
we never should have. Nations, communi- 
ties and private enterprises have stood 
still or collapsed through a we’ve-always- 
done-it-that-way policy. Never to ) 
often means stagnation.”

The burden of these 
cases—decisions made in Massachusetts, 
Tennessee, Arkansas, New Hampshire, 
Michigan, Nebraska and Wisconsin—is 
that the common law placed the ban of 
legal disability on women as office 
holders. 

A governor must be a man,’ said an 
attorney—a former judge—arguing the 
case. ‘Common sense revolts at the idea 
of a married woman being governor, 
placed over her husband, when she can- 
not even, under the law, make a deed to 
land in her own name without him.’ 

“We don’t know whether the opponents 
of Mrs. Ferguson can ‘make this argu- 
ment stick,’ as they say in the legal pro- 
fession. But it sounds strange in our 
ears. Woman, a qualified elector under 
our constitution, cannot hold an elective 


office? She can vote for men, but she 
cannot vote for another woman? The 
sophistry of it!

Mrs. Ferguson in the Texas race succeed 
in their purpose, that will only show how 
far we have still to go to give women 
their full political and legal rights. It 
will give head and point to this fight that 
is now being made to relieve woman’s 
status from the legal restrictions that 
have been placed around her, based on 
her supposed inferiority.”

ally sympathetic. Since women are as 
much subject to the operation of our laws 
as men, it seems but just that they should 
have a direct hand in the framing of leg- 
islation. This proposition should require 
no argument. The talents of women are 
largely employed in the law-making 
branches of various European govern- 
ments. They have been drawn upon in 
the United States to a ridiculously lim- 
ited extent; and the few women who have 
been sent to Congress have won their seats 
not as special representatives of woman’s 
interests, but through the operation of 


partisan politics. 

“The National Woman’s Party is con- 
centrating its efforts this year upon five 
Congressional contests in the State of 
Pennsylvania. Two of the nominees for 
whom it is conducting an active campaign 
are Philadelphians, and one of them is a 
Democrat. We confess that our interest 
in the sending of women to Congress is 
subordinate to the sending of Representa- 
tives who believe in and will support car- 
dinal points of Democratic policy, notably 
as regards tariff extortion. But in the 
case of Mrs. Jessie Collet, who is a can- 
didate for the seat now occupied by Rep- 
resentative George W. Graham, we are 
glad to speak a good word for an advo- 
cate of legal equality for women who is 
also an advocate of the correction of the 
many abuses for which Mr. Graham and 
his party are responsible. 

“Mrs. Collet is a capable woman, and 
has energetic backing, not only from her 
fellow-Democrats, but from the La Fol- 
lette forces. The voters of the Second 


District would well serve their own in- 
terests by giving Congressman Graham 
his walking papers and sending Mrs. Col- 
let to occupy the seat which he so often 
leaves vacant. We will go further and 
say that any of the other four women 
candidates backed by the National Wom- 
an’s Party in Pennsylvania, noné of whom 
happens to be a Democrat, would make 
better representatives in Congress than 
their Republican opponents; but Mrs. Col- 
let ought to get the votes of all women, 
regardless of party, in her district, and 
she is entitled to the support of fair- 
minded men.”
